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SLOTS TO BE FILLED. THOSE ELECTED TO SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY

MAURITANIA, MOROCCO (EXPIRING IN 1975), WITH ONE ASIAN SLOT 
TO BE FILLED. ALGERIA, GUINEA, KENYA AND LIBERIA WERE ELCTED 
TO REVIEW AND APPRAISAL COMITE, WITH TWO ASIAN SLOTS TO BE 
FILLED. JAPAN, FRANCE, KENYA AND UK WERE ELECTED TO AD HOC 
WG ON RULES OF PROCEDURE (THIS IS OPEN-ENDED WG AND US 
PARTICIPATING). AT BELGIUM'S REQUEST, UNICEF ELECTIONS 
WERE DEFERRED (WEO'S STILL HAVE SIX CANDIDATES FOR 
FOUR SLOTS, AND ASIANS HAVE THREE CANDIDATES FOR FOUR 
SLOTS). ELECTIONS TO SPECIAL FUND BOARD OF GOVERNORS AND 
COMITE ON NATURAL RESOURCES WERE ALSO DEFERRED IN ABSENCE 
OF CANDIDATES. (OURTEL 290) 

COMITE ON HOST COUNTRY RELATIONS - 

COMITE JAN. 27 CONSIDERED SHOOTING AT UKRAINIAN MISSION 
JAN. 19 AND ROCK THROWING AT EGYPTIAN MISSION JAN. 

26, ALLEGEDLY BY JDL MEMBERS. COMITE, AT END OF MEETING, 
CONDEMNED "CRIMINAL ACTS" 

AGAINST UKRAINIAN AND EGYPTIAN MISSIONS. 

REPS OF USSR, UKRAINE AND BYELORUSSIA INFORMED COMITE 
BULLETS PENETRATED WINDOWS BUT NO ONE INJURED, AND THEY 
COMPLAINED OF THREATS AND HARASSMENT. UKRAINIAN CALLED 
SHOOTING ACTS PART OF "PLANNED AND SYSTEMATIC CAMPAIGN 
BY "ZIONIST EXTREMISTS" INSTIGATED BY "GANGSTER 
RABBI." EGYPTIAN AMB MEGUID COMPLAINED THAT BRICKS, 

STONES AND RED PAINT HAD BEEN THROWN, BREAKING WINDOWS
